Mattapoisett was convened on Monday evening. May 19 
at 7:00 pm in the newly-renovated auditorium of Old 
Rochester Regional High School by Town Moderator Jack 
Eklund having noted the presence of a quorum of some 
270 registered voters. After a Salute to the Flag and the 
singing of the National Anthem by Lisa Denham, there 
was a moment of silence for departed Town Meeting 
members, after which Town Clerk Barbara Sullivan read 
the return of service and Mr. Eklund introduced the town 
officials present onstage, including the Board of Select- 
men, Town Counsel Daniel Perry, Town Accountant 
Judith Mooney, and the members of the Finance Commit- 
tee (FinCom). 

Mr. Eklund offered some guidelines for how 
Town Meeting would proceed so as to ensure things kept 
moving. 'Tf you are not a proponent of an article, we ask 
you to limit your remarks to three minutes,'' Mr. Eklund 
said. "If you wish to speak to an issue for more than three 
minutes, please let me know.'' 

Mr. Eklund added that speakers should "avoid 
personalities" and should "limit your remarks to the issue 
at hand." He also noted that he didn't plan on taking up 
any new articles after 10:30 pm in keeping with past 
practice. "For the first time in many years, you have a 
mere mortal as Town Moderator," he mused, referring to 
his longtime predecessor William Blasdale. "I'm sure I'm 
going to hit some bumps so I thank you for your patience 
in advance." 

For the sake of brevity. Selectmen Chairman Barry 
Denham moved to waive the reading of each of the 
warrant articles, which Town Meeting voters unani- 
mously approved. Then, FinCom Chairman Richard 
Gamache gave voters a quick overview of the town's 
financial status going into Fiscal Year 2004. 

"We have $594,627 in Free Cash going into this 
Town Meeting," Mr. Gamache said. "We'll use $557,035

for the General Operating Budget, $14,592 for the supple- 
mental budget (to buy-back accrued sick pay from former 
Police Sergeant Paul H. Magee), and $23,000 supplemen- 
tal to cover additional town insurance/' 

Mr. Gamache cautioned that since they were 
using the bulk of their available Free Cash to balance the 
budget, it was important to retain as much in the Stabili- 
zation Fund as possible. ''If the state reimbursements 
don't come through on the school improvements, we'll 
need a lot more in the Stabilization Fund," he said. 

Among the General Fund Items greater than 
$10,000 on this year's budget: $16,258 in sick time buy-out 
for Executive Secretary; $17,502 for position change of 
Town Administrator; $15,160 for position change of 
Finance Director / Accountant; $11,182 in employee 
salaries (0 percent increase, but to make up for an extra 
day in 2004); $29,440 for police cruiser / telephone commu- 
nications; $17,580 increase in number of building inspec- 
tions; $42,398 for the local school operating budget (up 
$42,000, or only 1 percent); $690,250 for the ORR District 
Operating Budget; $10,000 to cover the pickup contract

for rubbish collection; $113,745 in debt interest (principal 
and interest); $65,810 increased assessment for Plymouth 
County for retirement / pensions; $152,497 increased 
insurance premiums for health / life insurance (the town 
pays 75 percent, town employees pay 25 percent); and 
$61,120 in overall increased premiums on town insurance. 

Under ARTICLE 1, voters were asked to set the 
following fixed salaries for elected officials for FY 2004: 
Town Moderator: $200; Board of Selectmen, Chairman: 
$3,700; Board of Selectmen, Members $3,300 each; Asses- 
sors $3,300 each; Town Clerk $35,000; Board of Health 
$400 each; Highway Surveyor $52,811; Mattapoisett 
School Committee $400 each; Water / Sewer Commissioner 
$400 each; Tree Warden $5,831. The article carried unani- 
mously. 

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to approve 
a total $16,102 million General Operating Budget for FY 
2004. As is traditional with the Annual Town Meeting, 
however, voters spent nearly two hours debating and 
fine-tuning select line items in the budget. 

Resident Brad Hathaway first questioned why the 
town was setting a precedent with buying back unused 
sick time from Executive Secretary Carol Adams, who will 
retire in October. ''The Selectmen must look at this and set 
some type of limit,'' he said. "When I worked, I got five 
sick days and if I didn't use them, I lost them. I think this 
is a gross injustice to the taxpayers of this community to 
pay back sick time when it's not used." 

"We allow sick days, and in a government setting 
people either get paid for sick days by contract or they 
use their sick days," said Selectman Barry Denham. "An 
employee that attends work every single day and pro- 
duces every single day ... should be rewarded." 

Resident Daniel Goodman questioned why it 
costs Mattapoisett some $154,000 for the Treasurer /Tax 
Collector's office when it costs nearby Rochester' a mere

$85,000 for the same service. 

'It could be that our budget is almost one-third 
higher than Rochester's/' Selectman Denham suggested. 
"Their budget will be between $11 and $12 million where 
ours is nearly $17 million. I think maybe we're getting a 
bargain in the Assessor's office and Rochester is paying a 
little more than they should." 

In questioning the escalating costs of legal 
expenses, resident Art Schneider asked about the pending 
judgement against the town brought by former Deputy 
Fire Chief Paul Lopes. Given that the town's insurance 
carrier is now defunct, Mr. Schneider said, how is the 
town preparing to deal with the settlement ordered by the 
judge? 

When Selectman Denham said they were "explor- 
ing options at this time," resident Bob Lebreque de- 
manded more of an answer. 

"The issue concerning the so-called Lopes case is 
a decision coming before the Board of Selectmen," Select- 
man Lombard offered. "The insurance company is in 
rehabilitation now. In some manner of fashion we're 
going to have to pay that, whether it's through town 
funds or the insurance (carrier)." 

To that end, resident John Mooney asked if the 
board was placing blame at the feet of Town Counsel, 
since they proceeded with the case on his advice. 

"We are in discussions with the firm of Kopelman 
and Paige, who are the agents of the (Lopes) case, and it's

upon their recommendations that we'll be moving 
ahead/' Selectman Andrews said. 

''There were two cases ... the first of which did not 
seek any monetary damages, but just sought declaratory 
relief," Town Counsel Daniel Perry said. "My firm 
brought a motion to dismiss that claim which was pend- 
ing when a second case was filed ... which created an 
insurable claim at which time it was handed over to the 
(town's) insurance company." 

There was a great deal of discussion and debate 
over the fact that the funding for a part-time Conservation 
Agent — which had been approved previously by Town 
Meeting voters — was being placed on a Proposition 2-1 / 
2 override instead of being included in the General

I got the feeling this would be a permanent 
position/' said resident Bill Fuchs. ''Could you help me 
understand why this is coming under an override instead 
of part of the regular budget?" 

Selectman Denham said the board decided to 
place this "new" position on an override because "we're 
asking other departments to work without a pay increase. 
We don't think it makes a good precedent to fund a new 
position (this year) that we haven't funded in the past, 
even if it is part-time." 

"Putting this question on an override is like 
putting trash collection on an override," said Brad 
Hathaway. "This should be part of the budget. To me this 
is not a new position. We voted this position last time 
around. The only thing that's new is it's going to last a 
year instead of six months. Here we have a chance to 
make a difference in this town with an agent serving a 
commission that at public hearings has stated it doesn't 
have the time or expertise." 

As such, Mr. Hathaway motioned to take the 
$16,000 to fund this position from the excess money 
available for legal expenses related to The Regatta devel- 
opment. 

FinCom Chairman Gamache protested that 
money had been earmarked for Article 4 to fund the 
landfill study. "The FinCom always felt this position 
should pay for itself," he said. "We always felt this 
position should be self-sufficient." 

"It seems to me from past Town Meetings that we 
want a Conservation Agent," agreed Blanche Perry. 
"Ultimately, we're going to pay for it, so why not just put 
it in the budget?" 

Mr. Hathaway' s motion, however, came to an 
impasse when it was deemed there was only some $11,000 
remaining in the Regatta legal account. They needed to 
find an additional $5,000 to fund the Conservation Agent. 

"We don't have $16,000 in the fund, so I suggest 
we give (Mr. Hathaway) another chance to move the 
amount from available funds," said Town Counsel Daniel 
Perry. 

Selectman Lombard suggested the $16,000 be 
taken out of the Stabilization Fund and take Article 15,

which would fund the part-time Conservation Agent, out 
of order. After Mr. Hathaway first moved to use the 
remaining $11,000 in the Regatta legal account and siphon 
another $5,000 from the Stabilization Fund to come up 
with the needed $16,000, resident Richard Dupuis sug- 
gested the whole $16,000 be taken from the ambulance 
receipts account instead. 

"While I respect the motion and feel we do need a 
Conservation Agent, I have to speak against taking it out 
of ambulance receipts,'' said Police Chief Mary Lyons. 
"That was a fund we were supposed to be utilizing to 
fund the ambulance. It's our responsibility to fund the 
ambulance and that's what the money is supposed to be 
for."

In the end, Mr. Dupuis' motion narrowly won 
out, 139 in favor to 132 against. 

Under ARTICLE 3, voters were asked to appropri- 
ate an additional $201,360 to the ORR School District to 
cover additional utility costs at the high school, subject to 
a Proposition 2-1 / 2 override vote at the ballot box. The 
measure was swiftly passed with little discussion, 166 in 
favor to 77 opposed. 

But ARTICLE 4, which asked voters to appropri- 
ate $10,000 to fund a Request for Proposal (RFP) to 
explore alternative uses for the town's santiary landfill, 
wouldn't have it so good. 

According to Mark Estes, Chairman of the 
Landfill Study Committee, they were seeking $10,000 to 
look into alternate sources of revenue for the town which 
could generate anywhere from $10 to $20 million annu- 
ally 

''The Board of Selectmen and Board of Health 
have been approached by different companies about 
reopening the landfill," Selectman Denham said. "We 
would hope the money (generated) could be earmarked 
for capital projects." 

"We need to look at what our options are," added 
Selectman Lombard. "I envision that this money would be 
used to offset the town's debt. To not look at options is 
criminal. This is an avenue among many avenues that we 
should explore." 

But a grass-roots coalition of residents sharply 
opposed the article and, in turn, the potential reopening 
of the landfill. "This was supposed to be a study of 
landfill alternatives ... it seems to be focused solely on 
financial needs," said Richard Bates, during a PowerPoint 
presentation which suggested how reopening the landfill 
could potentially contaminate the town's water supply. "I 
think we owe it to people to have good, clean water come 
out of their faucets. It is not to be used as some 'quick

Resident Steve Clapp also pointed up the rising 
levels of manganese and iron already present in the 
town's wells — a situation which could only get worse if 
the landfill were again in operation. ''All of the 
Mattapoisett wells exceed the state and federal recom- 
mending (drinking water) levels/' Mr. Clapp said. 

After a motion to "move the question" passed, 
151 to 1, ARTICLE 4 was resoundly defeated, 15 in favor 
to 142 opposed. 

The second night of Town Meeting was called to 
order on Tuesday, May 20 at 7:00 pm by Mr. Eklund, 
having noted the presence of a quorum. Voters resumed 
with ARTICLE 5, which would establish a revolving fund 
account not to exceed $35,000 for the town's Recreation 
Committee as authorized by Massachusetts General Laws 
(MGL). The article passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 6, voters were asked to appropri- 
ate $37,592 to supplement the FY2003 budget, to wit: 
$14,592 for Police Department Sick Time Buy-Out for 
former Sergeant Paul Magee; and $23,000 to cover addi-

Under ARTICLE 7, voters were asked to amend 
the town's General By-Laws to include a new description 
of the full-time Town Administrator's position, to make 
the description "gender neutral.''

Under ARTICLE 12, voters were asked to create 
an unpaid District Water Planning Committee to consist

"The purpose of the article is to form a committee 
to see if the town wants to join with Marion and 
Fairhaven in a regional water district," Mr. Nicholson 
said. The article passed unanimously. 

In other matters. Town Meeting: 

• Voted to adopt MGL, Chapter 140, Section 139, 
so that pet owners over the age of 70 do not have to pay 
for a dog license (ARTICLE 13). "I feel that allowing them 
to license their dogs ... is a nice gesture on our part," said 
Town Clerk Barbara Sullivan. 

• Tabled via a 138 to 67 vote a proposed amend- 
ment of the town by-laws to adopt a revised "Wetlands 
Protection By-Law" under ARTICLE 14 pending fine- 
tuning of the by-law to give more enforcement authority 
to the town's Conservation Commission.

Attack Cat 

My one year old cat stalks me as I walk around the house and 
frequently attacks my ankles. He doesn't try to hurt me but how 
can I get him to stop this behavior? 

If your cat is an exclusively indoor pet, he may he exhibiting normal 
hunting behavior. Cats are natural predators and your cat is simply acting 
instinctively. Make a toy out of a ball of aluminum foil on a string tied to a 
stick. Try to get the cat to focus on hunting something other than your 
ankles. 

I have dragged a string on the floor that he will stalk but it doesn't 
seem to lessen the ankle attacks. Any other suggestions? 
First, I'd avoid letting your cat play with a simple piece of string. If he 
plays with string when you are not present and swallows some, it may 
require intestinal surgery to remove it. 

If your cat requires more play time than you can provide, consider 
adopting a kitten. There is no guarantee that they will get along but since 
your cat is still young he will probably gladly accept a new playmate. 
Cause for Paws in Mattapoisett and Champs Shelter in Wareham as well 
as the Animal Rescue Leauge in New Bedford have many kittens available 
for adoption at this time of year.

Letters to the Editor 

To the Editor: 

We read everyday how, because of the constraint in the 
economy, hard decisions are being made at the State House on 
how to balance the state budget. Reductions in state aid are 
anticipated to put similar constraints on our local town budgets. 
We now need to reflect very seriously on our spending priori- 
ties. 

Proposition 2-1 / 2 has been with us for a long time now 
— the initiative voted November 1980 brought taxpayers greater 
control over municipal spending. Proposition 2-1 / 2 has become 
a way of life. The problem is that wage earners have become 
accustomed to earning raises 3 or 4 percent more each year 
while maintaining health care benefits at consistent levels 
despite the fact that the premiums often go up 15 percent per 
year. This puts municipalities in an untenable position. You can 
only cut so much paper! 

Eventually, if you are limited to a 2-1 / 2 percent 
increase plus growth each year, but you need to spend 4 percent 
per year, you will run out of money. We are seeing that now. 
Town growth has often been able to make up the difference 
between our wants and needs and our available revenue. That 
occurred because of the long period of expansion. Our local 
expansion is now contracting because of economic conditions. 
So, how do we fund what we need in our communities? 

It is important for us to remember that these are our 
communities! We get to have input on the type of community 
we live in. Taxation with representation is what we have. Go to 
Town Meeting. Have a say. Go to the polls. Have a say. Some- 
times people forget that Proposition 2-1 /2 is arbitrarily set.

While it is a law now, at one time it was only an initiative by 
taxpayers who wanted to control the growth of taxes. But who 
says that number was right? Maybe it should have been a 
floating rate of growth depending on economic conditions. Tha 
tis what our income tax structure is — a progressive tax. The 
more you earn, the higher percentage you pay. The writers of the 
Proposition 2-1 / 2 initiative allowed for communities to vote 
against the 2-1 / 2 percent growth if they collectively identified 
the need for greater spending and voted in favor of greater 
taxation. Voters should realize that they have the choice. We all 
want lower taxes, but maybe we need to think of it as a purchas- 
ing decision. We have the choice of purchasing a quality 
education for the children in our community. 

In the tri-towns, we voted that it was time to renovate 
some schools and to take advantage of the state's generous 
reimbursement rate available at the time. Many towns across the 
state were not able to get their renovation projects on the 
reimbursement list. Old Rochester Regional (High School) is 
nearing completion and, as expected, utility costs are going to be 
greater that they used to be when the squre footage was only 
half of what it is now. This has come at a difficult time for the 
towns, given the contracted economy and reduced state aid to 
the towns. It requires an increase in taxes to maintain the high 
level of achievement that we have come to expect. If the override 
does not pass in two of the three towns, it will mean $500,000 of 
cuts to programs that have already seen dramatic cuts. On the 
positive side, while many cuts have occurred, we have not seen 
any significant teaching cuts. Low class size is one of the few 
things that the experts agree leads to higher student achieve- 
ment. Maintaining our teacher/ student ratio is vital to a 
responsible educatinal offering to our future taxpayers. 

In Mattapoisett, an equally dreadful scenario could

emerge if voters fail the override, but Rochester voters pass it 
(Marion already passed it with a 2-1 margin). In this scenario, 
Mattapoisett would have to fund the ORR budget anyway and 
make cuts in the remainder of the town's general operating 
budget to do so. Selectmen have said that approximately 3 
percent would need to be cut from each remaining town 
department to come up with Mattapoisett' s share: $201,360 for 
ORR. This would likely result in $100,000 or more in cuts to the 
K-6 local school budget which can ill afford cuts given the 
budget reduction which occurred last year. All departments 
involved in the operation of the town would also feel the 
resulting reduction as we, as a community, would feel the 
effects. 

Mattapoisett recently had a resident who does not 
support overrides win a seat on the Board of Selectmen. He has 
pointed to his experience in keeping costs down in Norton 
where he was Town Manager. The problem is that Norton is one 
of those communities which looks to Mattapoisett with envy. 
The town is on the outside looking in on state reimbursement to 
renovate their schools. They have bigger class sizes that we are 
used to and their MCAS scores are not even close to ours. 
Wanting to pay lower taxes is natural, but we should be careful 
what we wish for. Norton's problems were covered in The Boston 
Globe in a recent Sunday edition. They are now faced with 
paying for repairs to their schools on their own to fix the roof 
and remove asbestos, among others. They expect to have even 
larger classes through the reduction of 21 staff members. 

An educated public creates: less and shorter unemploy- 
ment, higher productivity, lower crime, and higher taxes, paid to 
support the Social Security program, a strong national defense, 
fire and police protection, and social programs. Taxes are the

The Matrix Reloaded. Starring Keanu Reeves, Laurence Fishburne, 
and Carrie- Anne Moss. Directed by the Wachowski Brothers. Run- 
ning time: 138 minutes. MPAA rating: R. At AMC Cinema 12 at the 
North Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinema 12 in New Bedford. 

There are two ways of looking at The Matrix Reloaded (and, by 
extension, its 1999 predecessor): Either it's a film of ideas disguised 
as an action flick, or an action flick disguised as a film of ideas. The 
general public, I suspect, will not be drawn to this long-awaited 
sequel just to hear philosophical notions bandied about, though 
hear them it will. No, the honest response to a Matrix film is also 
twofold: Either the movie kicks ass or it doesn't. As someone who 
was rather dismissive of the original movie, I can report that Ma- 
trix Reloaded does indeed kick whatever is put in front of it, at least 
on the level of comic-book/ anime/ techno-dweeb escapism. 

We pick up Neo (Keanu 'T still know kung fu'' Reeves) and 
his un-merry band of rebels — stoic Morpheus (Laurence 
Fishburne), PVC-clad Trinity (Carrie- Anne Moss), newbie Link 
(Harold Perrineau) — in their continuing resistance against the 
Matrix, a machine-generated code programmed to keep humans 
in unwitting bondage while using their energy for computer fuel. 
Interestingly, Morpheus, an unquestionable hipster sage in the first 
film, here is revealed to be just one voice among many in Zion, the 
underground city where the last free humans take shelter. Not ev- 
eryone, it seems, takes Morpheus' prophetic shtick as seriously as 
he himself does, though it's a measure of this largely humorless 
film (Joe Pantoliano's wise-guy Cypher is missed) that nobody tells 
him "Dude. There are other people besides you. Try some decaf." 

Brothers Andy and Larry Wachowski crafted a reasonable 
shiny-black diversion with The Matrix; I wasn't as impressed by it 
as many others were, but I can see the appeal of it (mainly, it's a 
computer geek's wet dream: if you spend most of your waking life 
pushing floppies in and out, you might get chosen to be a kung-fu 
hero and get jiggy with Carrie- Anne Moss). The brothers, how- 
ever, seem to have caught the George Lucas disease — they've be- 
come too smitten with the perfume of their own borrowed ideas 
(not only from pop culture but from philosophy — Lucas had Jo- 




seph Campbell, the Wachowskis genuflect towards Derrida and 
Baudrillard). Maybe they read too many furrowed-brow essays on 
The Phenomenology of The Matrix. 

Whatever the case, every twenty minutes or so, we get an ac- 
tion sequence (more on those in a minute) designed to outdo ev- 
erything else ever; between the money scenes, we get characters 
standing at attention and burping prophecies and deep thoughts 
at each other. Whenever a new character called the Keymaker 
(Randall Duk Kim) opens his mouth, cheese falls out: "I know this 
because I must know." Glad you clarified that. Sparky. Another 
new character, the Merovingian (Lambert Wilson), drones on (in a 
French accent, yet) about causality. But the Wachowskis save the 
best for last, when Neo steps into a Kubrickian white room and 
meets the deus ex machina himself, the Architect (Helmut Bakaitis), 
whose professorial white beard dislodges things like "Which brings 
us at last to the moment of truth wherein the fundamental flaw is 
ultimately expressed and the anomaly revealed as both beginning 
and end." Would you like fries with that? 

When it's not brooding Gnostically about determinism and 
what-have-you. The Matrix Reloaded does put the extra money on 
the screen. When Neo's dryly self- amused nemesis Agent Smith 
(Hugo Weaving) replicates himself, like a virus, to form a hundred- 
man army against Neo, the sequence is fun if a little too PlayStation- 
ish. The opening Trinity-and-agent bullet-time plummet is so good 
it's shown twice. And the fourteen-minute freeway chase has been 
and will be justly celebrated as one of the great concussive sym- 
phonies of force and momentum. Reloaded takes what I enjoyed in 
the original — the freaky eye candy — and cranks it up to 11. The 
stuff in between, I — and maybe you — can take or leave, unless 
you thrill to dialogue like "While it remains a burden assiduously 
avoided, it is not unexpected and thus not beyond a measure of 
control." Yeah. What he said.

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Democracy in Action

The final vote was 142 to 15. It was an overwhelm- 
ing mandate — loud and clear — the kind usually re- 
served for strong presentations made and /or sanc- 
tioned by a town board or committee. 

Only in this case it resulted in the defeat of a town- 
sponsored measure and was due, in large part, to a 
last-minute, spur-of-the-moment grass-roots effort, 
spearheaded by a group of passionate and dedicated 
residents who wholeheartedly disagreed with the 
premise of spending $10,000 to solicit Requests for 
Proposals (RFPs) to seek "alternate" sources of rev- 
enue for the Town of Mattapoisett, to wit: the reopen- 
ing of the sanitary landfill. Just when they thought 
the old wound had finally healed, the Board of Se- 
lectmen and Sanitary Landfill Study Committee were 
once again picking at that scab of contention. But this 
time they finally felt compelled to cry "Ouch!" 

For those who are sometimes quick to dismiss the 
importance of attending Town Meeting or consider 
it futile to speak out against certain articles, you 
would do well to learn from the example of Richard 
Bates, Steve Clapp and Martin Hudis — just three of 
the Mattapoisett residents who expended their own 
time, money and energy prior to this week's Annual 
Town Meeting to collect facts and figures debunking 
Article 4, the aforementioned request for $10,000 to 
fund the so-called landfill RTF. 

Although the Board of Selectmen had commis- 
sioned a seven-member Sanitary Landfill Study Com- 
mittee to research this issue, residents weren't satis- 
fied with their recommendation; and they were 
poised to dig a little deeper and speak their minds. 

"I think we've always had a concern with respect 
to the quality of life issue here," said Richard Bates. 
"We're also aware that the landfill issue came up be- 
fore — there were attempts to expand it before and 
the town wasn't supportive of it then." 

Noting that the Sanitary Landfill Study Commit- 
tee seemed intent only on generating revenue for the 
town, Mr. Bates was dismayed by the group's nar- 
row focus. "I thought that looking at alternatives 
would truly bring in alternatives," he said. "That was 
really bothersome to me. When I saw an RFP, that 
bothered me." 



Joining forces with Steve Clapp, who had been 
independently monitoring the quality of the town's 
water wells and who solicited a professional opinion 
from the Carr Research Laboratory, Inc. at his own 
expense, and Martin Hudis, who provided some 
much-needed technical expertise, the trio quickly gar- 
nered support from other like-minded residents and 
managed to pull together an impressive, fact-filled 
PowerPoint presentation over the weekend just prior 
to Town Meeting. 

The thrust of their argument suggested that al- 
though reopening the landfill might bring in some 
additional revenue to town coffers, it would also 
likely increase the risk of further contaminating the 
town's water supply wells with dangerous levels of 
iron and manganese. To them, the cons simply out- 
weighed the pros. 

"I have to conclude that the landfill site has a sig- 
nificant probability of being an existing and future 
source of pollutants to existing water supply wells, 
and that the Tinkham Hill site cannot be recom- 
mended for a landfill expansion at this time," wrote 
Environmental Scientist Jerome B. Carr, Ph.D., in his 
findings to Mr. Clapp. 

The result of all this hard work and data-collect- 
ing: 142 Mattapoisett voters sided with their findings 
and resoundly defeated Article 4. 

"We were just happy to see that we got the sup- 
port," explained Mr. Bates. "We weren't looking to 
vilify the quality of the water in town, we respect (Wa- 
ter/Sewer Superintendent William T. Nicholson) and 
everything he's done. The idea of opening the land- 
fill now just seemed to be totally contrary to every- 
thing he's worked for in the past." 

Ironically, earlier during that first night of Town 
Meeting, Finance Committee (FinCom) Chairman Ri- 
chard Gamache, also a member of the Sanitary Land- 
fill Study Committee, opposed the notion of using 
the $10,000 earmarked for Article 4 to pay for a part- 
time Conservation Agent. 

When voters pointed out the article had not yet 
passed, he assured: "It will pass." 

Guess it doesn't pay to underestimate the power 
of democracy in action.
